OncE again Russia becomes a centre. of deep anxiety for Jewry.

“bevish ranks that is less supported than the other by Jewish 
wcuerents, The result is, as was to be expected, the cry of Russian 
tcréus Jew and Jew versus Russian. a handy one for diverting the 


minds of the Russian populace, the simple peasants of Russia and

that they should. dwell.

STALIN and his supporters not only find 
© ery as useful as did the late Tsar and his advisers, but they are 
No less disposed than was the last of the autocrats to drown Opposi- 
‘ion in a bath of Jewish blood. As our Correspondent at Leningrad 
Points out, the prospect in any case is a dark one. If STALIN wins, 
the position of Jews in Russia will be intolerable: and, if that were 
possible, more so if STALIN be defeated and TROTSKY triumph. 
Every evil passion disguised as patriotism, every sentiment of 
hatred and fear and traditional religious animosity, is being 
chygineered and will be employed (unless thesituationshould radically 
change), with the indiscrimination and thoroughness of which ever 
bince the Revolution, Russian Bolshevism has shown itself ‘apable. 
In Bolshevism, human life, in fact, counts as but grains ofsand where 
Policy is concerned and power is in question. And not the least 
‘ter thought of all is that there seems so little that can be 
done now, either by the Jews in Russia themselves or by 
thi ir brethren elsewhere, to avert or even to mitigate what looks 
like a coming disaster. Russian Jews are much in the position of 
the hapless wretches in Florida, who knew that a great holocaust 
Was upon them, yet could not escape its imminent fury. But the 


Again and again and again have we closed -our eyes to the trouble 
Which it ought to have been easy for us to desery—we did nothing— 
and when the trouble arrived, then we said that it was notime to debate 
such things as policies—the house was on fire, the flames must be put 
out and salwage must be effected! And when that had been accom- 
plished to the best of our ability, we expreSsed ourselves as too

‘Palestine in Crisis.” 

Wer here adopt the heading of the interesting interview that 
appeared in our columns last week with Mr. LEIB JAFFE, the head of 
the Palestine Foundation Fund, The picture he drewofthe condition 
of affairs, justitied the estimate he presented of them, Andthe burden 
ol his story Wis that the « risis could not be overcome W ithout added 
support to the Aercn Havesod., it Wis doubtless because his col- 
leagues at the Zionist Organisation concur in that view that the 
Conférence, a report of which appears in our columns this week, to 
consider the working of the Keren Hayesod was convened. <A good 
deal that was useful was said at the Conference and a good deal that 
was worse than useless, because it must have tended to place a 
stumbling-block before the eyes of the blind. For instance, an 
energetic debate was held concerning the minimum amount that 
should, could or would be subscribed to the Fund. The implication 
made isthat there are large numbersof people who subscribe much less 
than they are able and get the best of both worlds in the form of being 
recognised as subscribers to the Keren Hayesod on the one hand and 
on the other, of obtaining that honour with inordinate cheapness. 
Where meanness of that kind has to be coped with, it will not be coun- 
tered by arule that may work with great hardship upon the very poor, 
whose pence are more important to them than the pounds of their 
better- placed fellows. it seems tous that Professor BRODETSKY alone 
among those who spoke at the Conference went to the core of the 
matter. If you want to increase the subscriptions to the Aeren 
Hayesod, you must increase and spread the true Zionist spirit which 
is nat ionally Jewish. There is the essential basis of a larger and wider 
response tothe call of all Israel, while of course measure and means are 
in no sense negligible elements. We should think that some other 
than those hitherto adopted could be devised for extending the income 
of the Keren Hayesod. One of them would be some measure for 
preventing what is virtually a competition, although perhaps not so 
intended, between the Foundation Fund and the Jewish National 
Fund. And some sort of co-ordination between all the innumerable 
Funds in existence for Palestine, the constant and conflicting appeals 
of which so often irritate and annoy those who would be otherwse 
well disposed to help in the rebuilding of Eretz Yisrael might be 
found of much use. But as we say, the first and foremost measure 
needed is one that will ensure the proper spirit out of which a 
worthy Foundation Fund—worthy of our people, worthy of its 


age 
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objects—will eome., This cannot be, if the policy. that has: been 
pursued for so long. by Dr. WrIZMANN, persisted in. of 
devoting himself to “ roping in” anyone likely to possess money or 
influence, without any regard to his being truly a Zionist or not-— 
even if his interest in Zionism is of the merestsecond-cousin-twice- 
removed sort; or platonic to the extent of utter carelessness. We 
were by no means gratified to see Sir HERBERT SAMUEL presiding at 

Zionist Conference the other day. The author of the Churchill 
Memorandum, or at least its instigator, to go no further, did the 
Nationalist Cause infinite harm, and as the proceedings to which 
we refer were private, we have no means of knowing whether 
his frame of mind is vow better disposed towards true Jewish 
hopes and aspirations than appeared to be the case when he 
occupied the position of High Commissioner in Palestine. . For 
our part, unless there are some evidences forthcoming that the 
Zionism favoured by Sir HERBERT. SAMUEL bas become more con 
sistent with the principles of the Zionist Movement, we shall 
feel it a considerable relief if the distinguished position which 
some organs of public opinion are proguosticating for him as ~ one 
of the ablest administrators and. Parliamentarians of our time,’ 
actually falls to him, His pre-eminent abilities in the 
indicated. merit tie remarkable confidence thus 
him, and he will in all probability then- be. too busy with 
affairs of State to dabble in Zionist matters. The

That was the beginning of the Jewish Hospital—the dream of 
isaac Berliner, and the little meeting in the little back room ofa little 
Last End basement. [t was a tiny seedling, great only in the potenti- 
alities of its growth—of what could be developed from this morse! 
fullof kindly thought and splendid good heartedness such as pervaded 
the one who sowed the seed and those who helped him, so that it 
ight beeome fertilised. And it was a long time before even a tiny 
shoot could be descried above the soil in which it was planted. For 
two years the movement for a Jewish Hospital was a movement in all 
sooth. It had not even a pied-a-terre; for it was not until 1909 that a 
site for the Hospital was acquired. It had then been secured by labour 
that was gigantic, operating upon asplendid sentiment that permeated 
hundreds and hundreds of Jews mostly of the poorer kind judged by 


the world’s measure of the term, which responded to: the. 


education Berliner and his friends had started. Even the 
poorest of the poor brought their weekly mite and pledged them- 
selves to. help with their coppers to found a Jewish Hospital; 
and thus the site was purchased. These poor Jews realised how 
frail is the human frame, and how in the midst of health any of 
us may be stricken with disease, how accident and its dire con- 
sequences may steal upon us like a thief in the night, transform 


us from strength to weakness, oot potency to utter incapacity, 


And they knew that in such case a hospital for them 
was inevitable. They felt also that the crown of their sorrow 
would be if that hospital were an institution other than Jewish. 
lor when they were well and hearty, by upbringing and by tradition, 
by habit which is second nature, they chose a Jewish environment. 
How piteous then would be their condition if just when they were 
lame and halt, in body and in mind, they were forced into a new 
surrounding and were compelled to try to adapt themselves. 
tis a task which in such circumstances must be difficult always 
and sometimes distressing. So they brought their sacrifices— 
pennies, halfpennies, farthings. Sneer at them not, In proportion 
‘o the means at their disposal they were the sacrifices of wealthy 
philanthrs pists. They were more, They were in the nature of 
‘osuvance, They were to provide for the people who made them, in 
case they needed a hospital, an environment that would not jar upon 
their sentiments, upon their feelings as Jews, and would not be out 
of sympathy with what they deemed to be their religious obligations, 


But still, notwithstanding, theseedling fared by no means favour- 
ably. It was stamped upon Yuthlessiyv—and charitably 1 say it— 
thoughtlessly, by some of those who, in case they fell ill, would need 
no hospital to bring them back to health and stvength : who would 
be able to secure the tinest doctoring and the best possible nursing in 
their own homes, amid their own family surroundings, and if truth 
has to be told, understood not the Jewish sentiment that wndorlay 
the desire fora Jewish Hospital, because they possessed it not them- 
selves. There came, for instance, the harsh epigram about there 
heing nothing feligious in pills and potions.

Obituary. 


Dr. L. GROSSMAN (Cincinnati). 

Rabbi Dr. Louis Grossman, who has passed away at Detroit, was the 
Rabbi Emeritus of Plum Street Temple, Cincinnati, having been spiritual 
leader of that congregation for thirty years. The deceased, who was 
sixty-three years of age, Was a native of Vienna, his father having been 
a Rabbi in-that city. He was an ardent edueéationist, and founded the 
Western Association of Jewish Ministers, of which he became Hon, 
President. 

Sir ARTHUR MYERS. 

The death occurred in London last Saturday, at the age of fifty-nine, 
of Sir Arthur Myers. The deceased, who was a son of Mr. Louis Myers, 
of Auckland, New Zealand, spent practically all his life in that Dominion. 
Ile became Mayor of Auckland, being thrice re-elected to that office. A 
Liberal in politics, he entered the New Zealand Parliament in 1910 as 
Member for Auckland City East, and quickly rose to Ministerial rank. 
He held office successively as Minister of Defence, Finance and Railways, 
and in the first capacity laid the foundations for compulsory military 
training according to a scheme drawn up by Lord Kitchener. During the 
war he was Minister of Munitions, and also carried on the work of the 
Ministries of Customs and Pensions. He retired from Parliament and came 
to live in England in 1923, when he received the honour of knighthood, 
and became a member of the Royal Commission. on Local Government. 
A man of considerable wealth, Sir Arthur fully realised the responsibility 
which great possessions entail, and Auckland benefited greatly from his 
generosity. Some years ago he bought up a slum area, and turned it into 
a park and playground for children, which still bears his name. The 
deceased married Vera Anita, daughter of the late Mr. B. W. Levy, who 
survives him, together with a son and two daughters. The funeral was 
at the cemetery of the 
memorial service being held on the same day at the Synagogue, dt. 
John’s Wood Road. 


Mr. MAX VINAVER (Paris). . 

Mr. Max Vinaver, whose death occurred in Paris last Sunday, at.the 
age of sixty-three, was a well-known lawyer and leader of the Russian 
Constitutional Democratic Party (‘Cadets ”) before the Revolution. He 
was a member of the first Duma and President of the League for securing 
equal rights, and before the fall of the Tsar was looked upon as the lay 
leader of Russian Jewry. He frequently 


ised his position in the Duma 
to assist his coreligionists by denouncing the persecution to which the Vy 


were subjected. Although a consistent opponent of the Zionist Move- 
ment, he showed great sympathy with the work of upbuilding Palestine 
by Jews. Mr. .Vinaver, who since the Revolution had resided in 
was a man of much ability and evinced remarkable talent both 
lawyer and asa statesman.

Judaism and Modern Times. 


“Emancipation” : Then and Now. 

Preaching recently at the South Manchester Synagogue upon atext drawn 
from the narrative of Abraham's Sacrifice, the Rey. L.Weiwow, B.A., said : 

Up and down the country at a pace and rate unprecedented in the 
history of Anglo-Jewry, handsome in art, design and architecture, stone- 
work and brickwork rise as if the demand for opportunities to satisfy 
a strong religious desire was so much in advance of the supply. 
Pnthusiasm runs high; the workers are many; the meetings excited ; 
the treasuries and secretariats busy with cireulars, if not with receipts ; 
the openings grand; the speeches warm, and out of all the glorious 
declamations and finely-phrased exaggerations about this one and that 
one, there is no truer statement made than the one usually made by 
come local Mayor or some other non-Jewish civic personality, who is 
complimenting the local community, midst loud and prolonged cheers, on 
the addition of another fine and beautiful building to the city. For in the 
majority of cases that is allthe place of worship turns out to be—" another 
tine and beautiful piece of architecture added to the city.” And the only 
bit of intellect viewing things from above, the Jewish Press, records these 
facts without a smile. 

Rightly however, my friends we do not despair. Nomatter the signs of 
the times, it remains for us to be hopeful. The tune of the Hatikvah, the 
Jewish song of hope, is now a feature at most Jewish gatherings, quite apart 
from the Zionist creed underlying it. Hope is the stirring note vibrating 
‘brough every one. The happy one hopes that his happiness will continue, 
the unhappy one that his devotions will bring a change for him. The 


healthy one hopes that his health will not fail him; the unhealthy one — 


that. the coming year will restore him to his strength. The rich man 
hopes that his treasures will multiply ; the poor man hopes that times will 
alter, and that better fortune awaits him. Yes, my friends, and the 
policeman hopes that he will catch his thief, and the burglar at 
the safe hopes that he will not be caught, and heaven forfend there 
should be any suggestion of a. connection between the two, Anglo. 
Jewry hopes that the complete removal of the obstacles (which it thinks 
are also nuisances) in the way of its allegiance to Judaism, Will be 
cflected. British Jewry hopes that all those laws and precepts asking 
for what it is not prepared to give, will be comfortably abolished, so that 
| can remain at ease, easy in conscience, tranquil in mind, free from 
trouble, at peace with God and the world, gentlemen and Jews, with 
particular emphasis on the first word. 

All this, if you read THrk JEWISH CHRONICLE comes under the 
heading of the “ Religious Needs of British Jewry.” But then, let us 
avoid being unjust. We ferget to take into account the whole 
point of the argument. The tendency of the times, or rather let 
us call it “the spirit of the times” being a better translation of that 
German production known as the “ZrITGEIST.”

OBSERVANCE OF SECOND DAYS. 

From * HESITANT.”—In reference to “ Benammi's ” observations on 
the second day of Holy Days, | cannot remember hearing a sermon or 
reading of one being given in explanation of its observance at the present 
time. There are probably a number like myself who still observe the 
two days, feeling that to dispense with the additional day is unwarranted 
on one’s Own responsibility, as it appears to weaken the ranks of the 
orthodox section. Not desiring to appear inconsistent, others have no 
doubt gone over to the “ Liberal” section on giving up the second day, in 
the absence of reasons for its observance. I would suggest it is time for 
the Rabbinical Authorities throughout the world to decide in conference 
as to the desirability of keeping to the injunction. respecting the observ- 
ance of particular dates mentioned as Holy Days, and not additional days. 
In Palestine I understand only one day is regarded as the Holy Day, and 
what more suitable place for a conference to déal with such a matter” 
[*.* In Palestine only one day of each of the Festivals is observed. Two

Opening of Nurses’ Home. 

A large gathering assembled on Monday afternoon at the official 
opening of the new Nurses’ Home adjoming the Jewish Hospital. The 
consecration ceremony was performed by the Chief Rabbi of the British 
Empire. | 

Mr. Isaac Cansino invited the Lord Mayor-of Manchester and the 
Mayor of Salford respectively to unveil two nrarble tablets, the first in 
honour of the following Executive for services rendered in establishing 
the Nurses’ Home: Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., Mes. Dorothy Quas Coben, 
Mr. R. Barrow-Sicree, and Mr. Richard Berg;.and the second one in 
honour of the Building Comittee, whose pames were mentioned. 

The company then proceeded to a marquee, where tea was served. 

The Chief Rabbi offered up a prayer, after which a Psalm of Dedica. 
tion was recited by the Rev. RK. Pereira, B.A.,and- Psalm 150 was read by 
the Rey. Jacob Phillips. 

Mr. NATHAN LASKI, J.P.. who presided, welcomed in the name of 
the institution the eminent men who had honoured them by attending 
that function. There were the two Chicf Magistrates, the Lord Mayor of 
Manchester and the Mayor of Salford, neitherof whom were strangers to 
that hospital. He welcomed Lord Derby (loud cheers), whose remarkable 
career was characterised by zcalous devotion to the service o' the 
Empire, and who had been avsociated with the hospital for the past 
twenty years. They were all delighted to welcome the Chief Rabbi of 
the British Empire, Haham Dr. Gastcr, Sir Ronald Storrs, and Mr. Nathan 
Shaffer, of London.

Sin,—It was a painful surprise to me to have been the subject of 
unkind and unjust criticism in your leader. I thought that you kuew me 
better, and that my many years strong advocacy for orthodox Judaism 
would be sufficient proof that 1 would not participate inany religious service, 
such as you make your readers believe. I must therefore, in justice to 
myself and to the community I represented at that great gathering, 
trouble youewith some particulars of which you evidently are not aware.

“unsectarian,” which the service certainly was not. In proof of this, 
we would mention what Kabbi Salomon and our other correspondents 
apparently forget, and certainly ignore, that one item in the service 
was the rendering of the Lord's Prayer—surely an undeniable indica- 
tion of the nature of the function. Dr. Salomon pleads that only 
extracts from the Psalms and portions from the Old Testament were 
read, and that therefore although they were said by Christians, they 
had no specifically Christian bearing. But Rabbi Salomon knows 
quite well that many passages in the Old Testament and not a few 
in the Psalms possess a very different meaning in the minds of 
Christians from what they do in the minds of Jews. If he has 
any doubt about it, lef him turn to the Authorised Version and 
examine some of the headlines that are supplied. Surely it is not 
the part of a Jewish Minister to concur, even impliedly, by taking 
part in-such a service, with this interpretation of the Jewish 
Scriptures. We cannot moreover, believe that the citizens of 
Manchester think so poorly of our fellow-Jews there, or that the Man- 
chester Jews deserve such poor appreciation of their civic qualities 
as our correspondents would have us believe, and as to have made it 
necessary for them to take a hand in this service, in order to demon. 
strate their loyalty as inhabitants of the great city. Nor do we for 
an instant believe that the Lord Mayor of Manchester would in the 
least have experienced any resentment had Rabbi Salomon explained 
his inability as a Jew to take part in a service, Which, we repeat, was 
virtually Christian. We notice that no Catholic cleric shared in the 
service. Yet Catholics form a far larger number of the population of 
Manchester than do Jews, and are not a whit less honoured and 
respected—and rightly so—as citizens. But obviously no Catholic 
helped at the service, because to have done so would have been 
contrary to the practice of that Church and no one thinks a whit 
the less of them because of their religious consistency or the 
respect they pay to their religious principles. From what appears 
in the letters above there seems to be a total misunderstanding 
prevalent concerning the religious universality taught by the 
prophets and seers of Isracl; and it is, we regret to note, in 


some quarters ignorantly supposed that a proper appreciation 
of the true position that should be adopted by Jews to their 


fellow-sitizens, that of hearty co-operation in all things that are 
common to them but strict segregation in matters religious, is what 
is termed “Ghettoism.” The truth is far otherwise. If the term 
has to be employed at all, it is much more apt as indicating a desire 
to sacrifice ourselves as Jews, and our Judaism, for the sake of the 
benignant smiles and the “tolerating” praise of the moré or less 
highly placed among non-Jews.-——-ED.

CCCLXII.—A Little fae of Birth and Death. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 

Rabbinic literature contains many a gem either of original thought or 
of attractive folk-lore which deserves to be rescued from the obscurity of 
ancient tongues and brought to the /light of day. Often, indeed, it is 
necessary to track through fan arid waste before one lights upon the 
refreshing oasis. It was my good fortune to discover an oasis of this kind 
in an out of the way corner of the Midrash. I was so charmed with the 
little tale that I read it again and again,fand as I feel certain that you too 
will be interested in it, I have set it down for your edification. 


Rabbi Yochanan, recalling the verse in the Book of Job in which God 


is referred to as doing “great things past finding out, yea, marvellous— 


things without number,” taught that all the souls from the time of Adam 
until the end of the world were formed during the six days of creation); 
that all of them are in the Garden of Eden; and all of them were present 
when the Torah was revealed, as it is written in the Scriptures: “ Not 
with you only do I make this covenant and this oath, but with him that 
standeth here with us this day before the Lord.our God, and also with 
him that is not here with us this day.” As for the “great things past 
finding out,” these are the #reat things which the Holy One, blessed be 
He, does when a child is about tojreceive jlife. In that hour, the Holy 
One, blessed be He, gives a sign to the angel who watchesjover ‘concep. 
tion, saying unto him: “Know that this night an embryo will come into 
existence which thou art to watch‘!overfand carry! lovingly in thy hand.” 
The angel does so, takesithe embryo in his hand and brings it before Him 
who spake and the worldiwas created,! saying to Him: “I have doneall 


that Thou hast commandedj me, :what jis°Thy will in regard to {this 


embryo?” Thereupon the Holy One, blessed be He, determines! whatjis 
to become of the embryo—whether itj;is to be male or female, weak or 
strong, poor or rich, short or tall, ugly or beautiful, portly or slim, shy or 
forward: but He doesfnot determine whether it is to be a good man or a 
sinner, since this is left to each 'manljito determine for himself, [as it is 
written: “See, I have set before thee.this day jlife and good, and death 
and evil. 

The Holy One, blessed be He, now gives a sign to the angel who is 
set over all souls and says unto him: “ Bring me such and such a soul out 
of the Garden of Eden; its name is so and so, and its appearance after 
this or that fashion” (for all the souls which were destined to come into 
the world were created on the days when the world was created at the 
beginning). Forthwith the angel goes and brings the said soul before the 
Holy One, blessed be He, and the soul makes a deep obeisance before the 
King of Kings, the:Holy and Blessed One. On the instant the Holy One, 
blessed be He, commands the soul to enter the embryo in the hand of the 
first angel. . Upon which the soul opens its mouth, saying: “ Lord of the 
Universe, I am content to remain inthe] world in which I have dwelt 
from the day on which Thou didst create me. Wherefore dost Thou wish 
that I should enter this embryo, this unclean embryo, seeing that I am 
holy and pure and a portion of Thine own glory?” To whom the Holv 
One, blessed be He, replies: “ The world into which I am about to tead 
thee thou wilt find far more beautiful than that in which thou hast 
hitherto dwelt; indeed, on the day on which I created thee thou wast 
intended for this particular embryo.” This said, the Holy One, blessed 
be He, places the soul in the embryo which it enters most unwillingly. 

The angel then deposits the soul in the mother’s womb, appointing at 


the same time two guardians to watch over it, and also a light to burn . 


constantly at its head, as itis written : “Oh that I were as in the months of 
old, as in the days when God watched over me, when His light shined 
upon my head.” By the aid of this light the soul is enabled to 
look throughout the whole length of Time from the beginning of 
the world until its end. Next the angel takes the soul to 
the Garden of Eden, where it is shown thé pious sitting in 
glory with their crowns upon their heads. The angel asks the soul: 
“Knowest thou who these be?” The soul replies: “No, my lord.” 
\\ hereupon the angel explains : * These whom thou seest were, like thee, 
formed in the mother’s body ; and when they came into the light of day, 
they observed the Torah and the Commandments; wherefore they have 
been accounted worthy to enjoy the bliss which thou seest. Know of a 
certainty that it is thy destiny one day to leave the world, and if thou, 
too, art worthy and observest the Yorah of the Holy One, blessed be He. 
thou likewise wilt be worthy to enjoy such felicity and to dwell with 
these. But if not, be assured that it will be thy lot to go to another place.” 
CN cin). In the evening the angel leads the soul to Gehenna and 
‘shows him there the wicked whom the destroying angels mercilessly 
smite with rods of fire, what time they cry, “ Woe, woe.” And again the 
angel speaks unto the soul, saying: “Knowest thou who these be?” and 
the soul replies: “No, my lord.” Whereupon the angel explains, “ Like 
thee these were once created and came out into the world, but they did 
not observe the Torah and the Statutes of the Holy One, blessed be He: 
therefore their's is the reproach which thou seest. Know that it is thy 
destiny to leave the world, and, therefore, be good and do not be wicked, 
so that it may be thy lot to live in the world to come.” 

In this manner the angel leads the soul about from morning until 
even, showing it where it is destined to die and the place of its burial; 
and in the evening he restores it once more to its mother’s womb, where 


the Holy One, blessed be He, provides it with doors and bars, and where 
it remains for nine moons. 


When the time comes for the child to be born the same angel comes 
to it, saying: “ Thine hour is now come to enter the world.” The soul 
replies: “ Wherefore dost thou wish to bring me into the light of day ?” 
To whom the angel answers: “ My son, know that thou art created against 


thy will, that against thy will thou art born, against thy will thou wilt 
die, and against thy will thou art destined to give an account of thy doings 
before the supreme King of Kings, the Holy One, blessed be He.” But 
the soul does not wish to be born, and the angel must perforce strike it a 
blow, put out the light which burns at its head and force it into the world 
against its will. Forthwith the child forgets all that it has seen and 
experienced. And why does the child cry when it enters the world? 


Because it has lost a place of rest and spaciousness, and because of the 
world it has left behind. 


Henceforth the human creature passes through seven epochs. Inthe 
first, which continues throughout the first twelve months of its life, he 
is like a king, everybody enarires after his welfare, everybody desires 
te see him, to fondle and kiss hin. _In the second epoch, which endures 
until he is two years old, he is like a little pig, for he takes delight in 
pushing his hands into all manner of dirt and rubbish. Inthe third epoch 
he is like a young kid, merrily dancing hither and thither before its 
parents, and all take special delight in him. At eighteen he enters the 
fourth epoch, and the young man glories in his {strength like a horse. 
In the fifth epoch, when he reaches the age of forty, he is like a beast of 
burden, forhe carries his responsibilities; he has wite and child to provide 
for, and must run hither and thither to earn his bread. In the sixth 
epoch all this increases; he works still harder and is not ashamed; he 
may be likened to a dog who barks at anyone attempting to deprive him 
of his bone. In the seventh epoch he enters his second childhood, asking 
childish! questions, eatingyand /drinking and playing like a child; and

his sleep also is so light that a bird may wake 


When his time is ended the same angel comes to him and asks: “ Do 
you recognise me?” He replies: “ Truly, Ido; why do you come to me 
to-day’” The angel answers: “In order to take thee out of the world, 
for thy time is ended.” At once he commences to weep and sets up 
lamentation which reaches from one end of the world to the other, but na 
one hears him, nor dees anyone recognise his voice save the cock alone. 
And man speaks to the angel: “ 
worlds and brought me to this: let me, therefore, remain here.” And the 
angel answers: “ Have I not already told thee long ago that thou wast 
created against thy will, against thy will thou wast born, against thy will 
thou livest, and against thy will thou art destined to give an account of 
thy doings before the Holy One, blessed be He.” 


Very little comment is necessary. The story is a remarkable 
example of Jewish folk-lore containing some old-fashioned Jewish notions 
as to matter and spirit, life and death, and human conduct. Our views 
of these things have undoubtedly changed, but Rabbi Yochanan’s 
imaginative story has something attractive about it. The seven epochs 
recall Shakespeare's seven ages of man. Readers of Mr. Rudyard 
Kipling’s newest volume will remember that in his first story, “The 
Enemies to each other,” Kipling utilises the idea of the unwillingness of 
the soul to enter the body. “But the Soul being thin and subtle refused, 
at first, to enter the thick and diverse clays, saying: * I have fear of that 
(which is) to be.” This it cried twice, till it received the word: * Enter 
unwillingly, and unwillingly depart.’ Then only it entered.” Moreover, 
those who are acquainted with Francis Thompson's poem, “ The Making 
of Viola,” will recall that the poet gives expression to a kindred idea that 
human beings are made by divine hands: 

Weave, hands, angelical, 

Weave a woof of flesh to pall— 

Weave, hands, angelical — 
Fiesh to pall our Viola. 


lt is wonderful! to think that for centuries doubtless Rabbi Yochanan’s 


conception was taken literally and regarded as a fact, whereas to-day it is’ 


but a little tale of birth and death.

To Rachel's Tomb. 


-— 
The Way of the Pilgrims. 


By JULIAN L. MELTZER. | 


The road from Jaffa Gate, Jerusalem, to the Tomb of Rachel—th 
last resting-place of Rachél Imanu-—is a highway of many pilgrimages. 
Along that thoroughfare one may observe the tokens of a scriptural 
perpetuity whose inspiration has never ceased during the succeeding 
centuries. The first goal of pilgrimage is that of the Tomb; there is an 
offshoot for Bethlehem and its sites consecrated to Christianity; and 
along the highway southwards one may ultimately reach Hebron, in 
which are the sepulchres of Adam and Eve, Abraham and Sarah Isaac 
and Rebecca—Patriarchs of mankind and of Israel. 3 

One sets off from the Jaffa Gate as the most suitable point of 
departure. Jaffa Gate stands somewhat northeast of the crowded 
Arab market-place. At the mart one may obtain whatsoever the 
heart desireth or the purse permitteth. There are melons in abundance, 
or grapes in due season; one may hire a horse for a moonlight ride 
(quite the rage in Jerusalem during the proper lunar periods) from 
the shabby livery stables; sip a cup of coffee in the dingy Arab café to 
the accompaniment of weird Arabic music strummed on guitars or piped 
from reeds; take a ‘bus to the newer suburbs of Jerusalem west of the 
city proper; gaze speculatively at Zion Hall, and ponder on its history ; 
gaze with pride across the hills at expanding Tal-Pioth ; buy petroleum in 
tin-cans; acquire a mess of sweetmeats whose main feature is a tendency 
to adhere to the fingers ; or hire a car. 

We will hire a car. It is a transaction to be approached with 
the utmost courage, for huckstering is the immortal tendency of the 
Oriental. One may question the propriety of hiring a car to be driven by 
an Atab chauffeur, but our quest is local colour, not the consideration of 

* prejudice. Lapses an interval of haggling. A very colourful interval. 
Ragged boys, clad in little more than one can see—and that none too 
sufficient—stand about and grin admiringly at the verbal exchanges or 
endeavour to interpret into rudimentary English the more abstruse 
passages in anathema. Your prospective cicerone is calling down the 
venceance of the heavens upon his tarbushed head for the difference 
between the four shillings you consider his proper due and the six 
shillings at which he appreciates his own services. May Allah roast him 
alive with the other djinns of Eblis if he is overcharging, he rants. May 
Allah curse his grandfather's ancestry and progeny, the former safe no 
doubt from such molestation, if he is cheating the patron! May Allah 
controvert the precepts of his faith if the thirty piastres at issue is 
excessive ! | 

You compromise at five shillings, reseue the driver from a burning 
hereafter, release a genealogical tree from the stigma of celestial impeach- 
ment, and are the saviour of a faith. It is worth the shilling. 

The car starts. You have, say, a friend—-newly come to these parts— 
and to him explain the sights. To his right is the Birket es-Sultan, the 
Reservoir of the King, now a polluted swimming-pool. Upthe bill and at 
the left is that practical monument to the Hospitallers of St. John of 
Jerusalem~--the Ophthalmic Hospital of the Order. Over the way is 
the railway-station, so far out oun the outskirts of Jerusalem the 
Golden that brigand-jehus feel compensated for their calling in more 
senses than the purely academic. The clumps of trees yonder hide the 
spacious residences of the German Colony, now the residential quarter of 
exclusive British civil servants, who form an enclave, and others—but 
not too many of the others. 

Assuming that the road is not under repair-—and this cannot be 
guaranteed at any season-—one may bow! ata high speed along a smooth 
highway edged by flelds and solitary buildings. Tal-Pioth, home of 
bourgeois Jews; a disused Royal Air Force camp; a howse; a nunnery ; 
fields ; another house ; another convent ; more houses ; the monastery of 
M Elias (St. Elijah!)—these flash across one’s vision, then recede 
rapjdly behind the car. The seat dedicate to the memory of the late 
Holman Hunt, who pictorialised memorable Biblical scenes, is along the 
way. Road menders, pedestrian Arab peasants, urchins goading un pairs 
and trios of donkeys, majestic camel caravans, swaying backward and 
forth in steady progress, the beasts turning stately heads to scan super- 
ciliously the noisy intruder upon their tranquillity, and a plodding tramp 
or two are passed in rapid succession. A car from the other direction 
flashes by in a cloud of dust, or a car overtakes your own and swoops 
Soon, across a cup in the hills, Bethlehem is seen. 

To the left you have had in purple backgreund a vast canvas of 
beauty, the enduring hills of Transjordan. The Jericho hills with their 
curious depressions, as though shell-scarred, the mauve haze over the 
Dead Sea, the bounding plateaux over which one looks as though from 
the air—they create an impression of an unending gallery whose dome is 
the blue, untroubled sky. A swooping hawk, a@ poised black spot that 
may mean a stork, a fluttering covey of partridges away over the hills, 
are all that disturb that ineffable serenity. 

With these thoughts one arrives at the Tomb, standing a little ahead 
of the cross-roads that lead to Bethlehem down the one, and to King 
Solomon's Pools and Hebron down the other. The Tomb is desolate. 
Standing at the edge of the highway, that typical domed cottage of the 
East is forlorn in its solitude at this unseasonal period. Mounting three 
stairs and descending three, we arrive ina covered porch, whose walls are 
bescribbled with names. “Jacob H. Greenshpan, Johannesburg, 8.A., 
16th Tammuz, 1928,” overrules the Hebrew inscription of “ Mordecai 
Mandelberger, Dvinsk, Russia,” flanking “ Solomon Angel, of London and 
Jerusalem.” A veritable cobweb of nomenclature and geography for 
constant ornamentation. 

The dim interior of the Tomb is seen through a low-arched doorway. 
Investigation proves that ventilation and lighting are provided by a dusty 
skylight end a small lattice window. The walls of the interior are 


covered with carpets, notices, tablets placed by the pious in memory of 
i(Continued on page 23).

“ 4nd he built there an altar to the Lord.” —Genesis wriii., 18. 


The method of God's working in the world is one of upward progress. 
The imperfect precedes the perfect. Things spiritual follow natura! 
phenomena. God advances, as does nature, step by step, from strength 
to strength. His path is as the shining light, “shining ever brighter 
unto the perfect day.” Physical science enables us to trace this 
method in some measure and see it working in the material world. [t 
takes us back to atime when the earth was destitute of life. No liviny 
creature moved in the waters; no plant or tree trembled in the wind : 
no animal walked on the face of the earth. No human voice of wea) or 
woe broke the silence reigning over a lifeless world.’ Then began the 
first embodiment of life upon the globe. 

The grand primeval forests lived from the light and heat of the sun. 
From these, after incalculable (periods of time, we take the imprisoned 
elements of heat and light, to cheer our homes and to illuminate our 
cities. Thus once again they mingle with the free and upper world. 
Then in the days that followed these early forests, life grew and spread-— 
a life of moving creatures. Strange monsters crowded the plains or 
haunted the rivers and the seas. For ages these possessed the world 
undisturbed. Man was not yet upon the scene to incommode them or to 
hold them captive. Genesis tells us God created living, moving and 
creeping things. Science speaks of their “evolution from lower forms 
of life. The truth that remains is beyond the mere form of words, 
They were -evolved or created by a power Divine. If things move and 
breathe and live, it is God who has evolved or created them. No power 
other than Divine can produce or evolve life. And so, also in due order, 
there followed the period that ushered in the life-of man. Man, created 
in the image of God, and therefore on an elevation immeasurably higher 
than the animals. The difference that divides them may be seen in a 
consideration of the things that make for the progress of man. There is 
firstiy in his heart a strange discontent. Man cannot make himself 
content with the visible world or any present time. Place him in the 
most fruitful paradise on earth; let the rocks pour forth rivers 
of oil: let the golden light of the heavens be ever on his dwelling. 
place. Yet, amid the wealth, the pleasures, the glory of the world, 
he will desire, and always has desired, a better country. At first 
it may be literally a change of country, that the Divine Voice suggests 
to him. “Get thee gone from thy native land to a land that I will! 
show thee.” But the journey through the material world leads him on to 
think of something beyond it and above it. The growing flelds suggest 
to him a power causing them to grow. He hears voices in the air 
calling his attention to the unseen. The glory of the heavens becomes a 
symbol of another glory brighter than its own. He feels instinctively 
that there is a supernatural presence in the material world. The sugges- 
tion is somehow whispered to his heart, that he should worship and aspire. 
He builds altars, erects temples, composes songs of praise and ‘prayer, 
responds at last tothe Divine breath that has been breathed within his soul. 

The same method of gradual progress is followed by the Divine 
worker in the natural development of each individual. The first period is 
that of helpless infancy. The infant can neither think nor speak, can 
neither walk nor work. It is a “nebulous mass of latent potentiality.” 
Physical energies, mental powers, spiritual forces and wild passions 
sleep in this little nebulous mass. In due course there follows Youth— 
the blossoming season of nature, with colours bright and harmonious, al! 
aglow with life and energy and happiness. These things also are of God, 
dreams and visions, to impart confidence to youthful hearts, to give them 
high ideals, and to urge them to the exertions that shall help to realise 
those ideals. Let not the vision be touched with a rough hand. Let it 
live its beautiful day. It will pass naturally and gradually like the rain 
bow from the cloud. A nobler and a sturdier reality will appear. For 
manhood follows youth. Manhood-brings fulness of reason and fulness of 
responsibility. The body is compacted together; the mind has grown 
in knowledge ; the heart has learned to reach beyond the surface of 
things; to probe deeply, and to aspire towards an atmosphere that is 
rarer than the passing winds of earth. Man learns of the reality of life, 
and that reality brings him tace to face with the eternal verities. Fornow, 
if he would become perfect, he must, like Abraham, “ walk before God.” 

And while the individual is achieving his own measure of progress, 
God’s world is sharing in the same upward tendency. The individua! 
journey is marked by many set-backs, many difficulties, many impedi- 
ments before the goal is reached, for which a man is destined. And the 
human race as a whole is visited similarly by the ebb and flow of the 
tides of civilisation—not that veneer of fashion which sometimes passes 
by the name, but God’s working in the world, so that it may become 
purer, worthier of the purposes for which His wisdom destines it. A 
world that has evolved from chaos, through order to life, from life through 
light to goodness and to trath, will grow still further in the love and 
knowledge of these things. 

So also may be watched and followed the story of the progress 
of God’s people. Abraham builds his altar. But he does more. He 
commands his children and his household after him “to keep 
the way of the Lord to do justice and judgment.” Thence is evolved 
that peculiar people, develdped under the influence of circum. 
stances of the most extraordinary nature. Attaining to a high 
degree of spiritual ennoblement, teachers of religion to the world, 
exemplars of the moral courage that can think and suffer and 
remain faithful. To whatend? That they may continue to aspire and 
grow upward, and by self-discipline fit themselves to contribute in God's 


providence to the uplifting of the world im the future, even as they have 
been pioneers of its uplifting in the past. 
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The Russian Political Crisis. 


JEWISH POSITION. 


THE POGROM AS A POLICY. 
[From a Correspondent.) LENINGRAD. 


in the very complicated and dangerous political crisis now working 
out in Russia the Jews are becoming seriously and closely involved. 
The struggle for power in the Soviet Government, which has now reached 
a violent stage, has been progressing ever since the death of Lenin. The 

parties to it may be classed generally as those who stand for Bolshevism 
in its strictest conception, with Stalin at their head, and those who 
would modify Communist teachings so as to meet the exigencies of the 
circumstances by which Russia is surrounded. The apostle of this 
“ forward” policy is Leon Trotsky. 

Into the various by-paths of political opinion and economic views 
which go to form elements more or less considerable in the position, there 
is no need for me to go; but naturally political intrigues and personal 
‘likes and dislikes confidence and distrust find a place. In the contest 
Jewish Bolsheviks are to a very large extent throwing in their lot with 
and supporting Trotsky and his followers. This is not at all,in my 
view, because Trotsky is himself a Jew, but because the policy which 
Stalin desires to enforce is so exclusively Russian in the sense of regard- 
ing Russia not as one of the family of nations, but as a segregated entity 
closed against the world and the world closed against it. It is, besides, a 
policy so entirely idealistic that it ignores things practical, is Chauvinistic 
and narrow in conception. 

Whether this is a right or a wrong view of Stalin's policy I should be 
sorry to say, but it is the view of the great majority of Jews, with the 
result that Stalin and his friends have proclaimed the opposition to them 
to be a Jewish and not a Russian opposition. The result can easily be 
understood, but in addition there can be little doubt that Stalin and his 
friends are resorting to the old bad device of endeavouring to drown 
opposition—and perhaps a great deal more that it is not convenient should 
be before the minds of the Russian people—in a bath of blood, Jewish 
blood. What happened under the Tsarist régime is happening now. 
- Anti-Jewish agitation is being fostered and encouraged, and pogroms on 
a vast scale are hinted at as a policy for defeating Trofsky. 

Whether this villainous device succeeds or not, it is to be feared 
that the position of the Jews in Russia, which so far as their physical 
safety and liberty are concerned, has been so favourable since the 
Revolution, is now becoming a very anxious one. Because, the Jew— 
cry once having been raised, it is not likely that‘it will be stilled, even if 
Trotsky is triumphant. Indeed it seems to me probable that such an 
eventuality would be worse for the Jews than if Stalin came out top in 
the contest. Anyway the Jewish situation is one of grave peril, and worst 
ofallit is difficult to see what can usefully be done to avert even its 
worst results. Emigration, the once favourite prescription, is impracticable 
with so much of the world closed to immigration ; and any representation, 
which is sure to be translated “ interference,” from outside, will be deeply 
resented. It looks as if the Russian Jews are bound to “ go through with 
it,” and all we can hope and pray for is that the dénouement may prove 


less disastrous to them than appears to be likely to most observers of the 
present situation. 


Mr. Lunatcharsky on Russian Anti-Semitism. 


In an article, recently published in the Moscow Yiddish Communist 
organ, the EmMess, Mr. Lunatcharsky, the Soviet Minister for Education 
and Fine Arts, strongly reprobated the growing anti-Semitic movement 
in Soviet Russia. There had, he said, always been two reasons that led 
to anti-Semitism. On the one hand there was the high intellect, ability, 
and enterprise of the Jews which evoked a fear of competition and conse- 
quent enmity on the part of the middle classes and the intellectuals who 
‘cared displacement by the Jews, and on the other hand there was the 
fact that the Jews were everywhere being used as a sort of lightning con- 
cuctor by the ruling powers to divert the attention of the people from the 
real causes of their distress by inciting them against the Jews. After 
(welling at length on the usefulness of the Jews to the countries in which 
they live, Mr. Lunatcharsky declared that it was the duty of all Com- 
‘“unists, Of all progressives, intellectuals, and working men to fight 
‘sainst that wild beast which was called anti-Semitism. Every possible 
weapon must be used in this fight, the weapon of enlightenment for the 
-o0rant, and of contempt for the educated anti-Semites. But where 
“nt-Semitism became aggressive and threatened disorder and suffering 
‘ven drastic measures must be taken to suppress it, similar to those which 
‘cre taken to suppress ordinary hooliganism.

160,000 Jews on the Land. 


| From our Correspondent. | MOSCOW, 
The All-Ukrainian Society for the settlement of Jews on the land has 
held a meeting in Kharkoff. It was established in the course of the pro- 
ceedings that seventy per cent. of the 100,000 Jewish families to be 
colonised in Rassia mast be settled in the Ukraine. 
It was decided to colonise 4,000 families in 1927; 5,500 in 1928; 5,500 
in 1929 ; 6,500 in 1930; and 7,000 in each of the subsequent years for a 


period of seven years. It was also resolved to form an Agro-Credit Stock 
Company to help the settlers. 

The Russian Press Agencies announce that 160,000 Jews already work 
on the land in Russia, and that thirty-seven new Jewish colonies have 
been formed in the Kherson district. 

The Government, after hearing the report of the Mixed Commission 
appointed to enquire into the position of the Jewish colonisation move- 
ment, has decided to set aside the whole of the available Government 
lands in the districts of Jankoi and Eupatoria in Northern Crimea for 
Jewish agricultural colonisation. The land in question is able to take a 
quarter of a million people. At the same time it was decided that instead 
of aiming, as has been done up to the present, at settling half a million Jews 
on the land, the colonisation scheme should be directed towards settling a 
million people consisting of 200,000 families. In Government circles it is 
now spoken of as definitely decided that in time the whole of Northern 
Crimea should be proclaimed an autonomous Jewish district. 


Charge against Soviet Doctor. 
> 


Accused Man Acquitted. 


Dr, Adamianz, who, as reported in the JEWIsH CHRONICLE last week, 
was charged with having, as an official Soviet doctor, forcibly subjected 
Jewish girls who applied to him for marriage certificates to indecent 
examination, has been acquitted. The evidence before the Court showed 
that the population of the district has been dissatisfied with the order of 
the Soviet Government prohibiting marriages between niinors, and that 
the Jews in particular tried.te bribe Dr. Adamianz to agree to the 
marriage of children of ten and to issue certificates that they were fit for 
marriage. His refusal to agree to such marriages led to the complaint 
lodged against him by a Jewish deputation to Moscow last May, on the 
strength of which the proceedings were taken against him.

Federation Formed.

PAKIS. 

A Federation of Russian Jews residing in France is in the process of 
formation here. Baron Alfred Ginsburg is the President, Advocate 
Sliosberg the Vice-President, and Messrs. Naiditch, Dobri, Halpern, 
Kaminka, Maffkin, and Zlotopolsky are members of the Committee of the 
new Federation. 

With the approval of the French Chief Rabbi, the Russian Jews are 
also organising a Kusso-Jewish community, to be known as “ Ohel Jacob.” 


Rabbi Dr. Eisenstadt, formerly of Leningrad, will be the spiritual chief of 
the new community. 


The Protection of Minorities. 


League of Nations Union Conference. 


The International Conference of the General Council of the League of 
Nations Union which is meeting at Salzburg has, with Poland and Italy 
opposed, decided in favour of a new minorities draft code. 
clauses in the draft Code are: (1) Every State, every body within the 
particular country which is engaged in minority affairs, as well as inter- 
national organisations with similar aims, has a right to ask the League of 
Nations Council to decide minorities questions. (2) Witnesses giving 
evidence in regard to infractions of minority rights must not be politically 
persecuted. (3) Complaints are to be investigated on the spot. 

The next general Assembly of the League of Nations Union will decide 
definitely as to the adoption of the Code. 


Pan-European Congress. 
The Pan-European Congress which is in session at Vienna has in the 
course of its deliberations dealt with the question of national. minorities. 
The question was raised by Dr. Mittelmann, a member of the German 


‘Federal Parliament, who submitted a resolution urging collaboration in 


the matter of the protection of minorities with the League of Nations and 
the League of Nations Union. a 


An important part is being played by the Jewish representatives at 
the Pan-European Congress. Notable addresses have been delivered by, 
among others, the German Jewish author, Emil Ludwig, and by Dr. Kurt 
Hiller. A prominent part was also taken by Jews at the Economic Session 
of the Congress, where addresses were delivered by Doctor Max Cohen. Reuss 
(Germany) and Doctor Siegfried Strakosch (Vienna). Count Coudenhove, 
reference to whom was made in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE last week, is not 
a Jew, neither did he speak at the Congress. The incorrect report was 
supplied to us by a news agency. 


Turkish Minority Rights. 


The Controversy with Mr. Marshall. 


As has already been reported in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, the 
statement made by Mr. Louis Marshall on the renunciation of Minority 
Rights by the Jews of Turkey, in which he described their action as 
cowardly and disgraceful, has called forth several replies, including one 
(quoted only recently) from Chief Rabbi Haim Bidjérano. A further 
reply has been issued by Professor Galante, who writes : 

Mr. Marshall! as a Jew and asa friend of humanity, condemns the decision 
taken by the Jews of Tarkey. I want to remind him that the Jewish religion 
orders ita adherents to be attached to the country in which they liye, and to 

ut no obstacle in the way of ite development. It was Jeremiah who told the 
ews who were led captive to Babylon, that they should work for the prenpaac 
of the land whither they had been exiled, and should pray for its welfare, for if 
the land developed in ag rity and welfare they also would live happily. In 
renouncing the \” 10rity Rights, the Jews of Turkey then have carried out a 
— injunction of supreme importance. 
o a European or an American (says the 


Professor) it is only Europe and 
America who understand the words humanity and civilisation. Asia and Africa 
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do not understand such words, and Europe and America are there to make them 
understand. . Asia and Africa to Europeans and Americans are like 
sheep to be led. To Europeans and Americans the capitulations and minority 
rights are factors of progress. To me they are symbols of ignorance and 
slavery. The capitulations, religious privileges, and whilom minority rights 
are part of the factors of disorder. They give cause for future possibilities of 
intervention and war, Turkey knows from bitter experience the meaning of 
these empty phrases. Those who believe, as I do, that humanity and civilisa- 
tion mean the elimination of factors of disorder and disagreement, regard the 
renunciation of their Minority Rights by the Jews of Turkey as a service to 
humanity and civilisation. The Jews have thereby contributed not only to 
making Turkey a homogeneous country, but they have also contributed 
indirectly to the civilisation of the oppressed countries of Asiaand Africa which 
suffer from the same ills, which the pseudo-civilisers of Europe and America 
want them to continue to suffer under. 


Mr. Marshal! has now issued a “counter-reply,” in the course of 
which hé writes : 


The comments of the Chief Rabbi indicate that he does not understand the 
situation. He is speaking in terms of Oriental exaggeration when he intimates 
that “ the entire Jewish population has renounced its minority rights.” He and 
the Notables who undertook such renunciation do not constitute the Jewish 
people any more than the Three Tailors of Tooley Street constituted the people 
of England. The Treaties conferred rights of citizenship which could not be 
taken away by the Turkish Government, and conferred other fundamental 
rights which cannot be abdicated, even by “ Notables,” without the consent of 
every individual concerned, and not even then without that of the League of 
Nations, which is the custodian of these rights. When the Minority Treaties 
were entered into, there was no desire on anybody's part to intervene in matters 
which were of Turkish concern, but only in those which were of international 
concern. In the interest of world peace, it was gegarded as essential that 
minorities in.all of the nations affected by these Treaties should be protected 
and guaranteed in the rights secured for them by these Treaties. 

Undoubtedly the Jewish religion teaches us to obey and respect the laws of 
the Government under which we live. But that does not mean that when that 
Government, has, by a solemn treaty, made ita part of its fundamental! law 
that we shall become citizens and remain citizens, and that as such we shall 
have the enjoyment of specified fundamental human rights, we shall, at the 
instance of public officials, surrender those rights as if they were merely scraps 
of paper. regret to say that the Chief Rabbi fails to understand that he is 
playing with edged tools, and that if he has counselled this abject abdication of 
the Magna Charta of the Turkish minorities, which includes not only Jews, but 
other peoples, he has committed a capital sin in the eyes of God and man. The 
great Rabbi Meir, of Rothenberg, in the dark days of the twelfth century, 


ofithe United Jewish Campaign ‘for [Europeans Relief from fifteen million 
to twenty-tiveimillion dollars. 

One of the chief achievements of the [Conference has been to close, 
for all practical purposes, the controversy over the respective places 
occupied by the colonisation work in Palestine and Russia which has 
been raging between the American Zionists and the leaders of the Joint 
Distribution Committee. The Conference has adopted a resolution 
reaffirming the resolution on the question which was adopted at the 
Philadelphia Conference held in September, 1925, when the fifteen million 
dollar quota was fixed, in which Palestine is mentioned as a place in 
which it is the duty of the Joint Distribution Committee to conduct 
activity. The strained relations which have been existing between the 
Zionists and non-Zionists caused no discussion whatever during the 
proceedings. 

The resolution mentioning the place of Palestine in the work of the 
Joint Distribution Committee .was seconded by Mr. Louis Marshal! and 
Mr. Felix M. Warburg, the Chairman of the Joint. Mr. Marshall, in his 
speech, declared: ~ There are no greater lovers of Zion than we are. No 
appropriation for Palestine can be made now because the funds are not 
available. but we will be just to Palestine.” 

Mr. Warburg said that a proposal had been considered that Dr. Joseph 
Rosen, the head of the Agro-joint in Russia, should proceed to Palestine 
on his way back to Russia to study the conditions there and report on 
them to the Joint. 

Judge Fisher, a former representative of the Joint Distribution Com 
mittee in Russia who has recently been in Palestine, said: “ The adoption” 
of this resolution constitutes a glorious day for American Jewry which 
now stands united.” 

The result of the Conference is considered here as definitely closing 
the controversy between the Zionists and the Joint Distribution Com. 
mittee, and as paving the way for Dr. Weizmann on his arrival this 
month to carry to a successful conclusion the negotiations for the 
extension of the Jewish Agency.—J.T.A.

torment and to surrender his life. What a contrast his glorious martyrdom 
affords to the cowardice manifested in the vear 1926 by the Chief Rabbi of 
Constantinople, who is only thinking of his own skin, and is utterly oblivious 
of the possible effect of his conduct upon the Jews who are agonising in other 
countries. 


This statement is, of course, in reply to the Turkish Chief Rabbi's 
statement, and does. not profess to answer the views put forward by 
Professor Galante.

American United Jewish Campaign. 
_. Agreement with Zionists. 


At the National Conference of the Joint Distribution Committee held 
at Chicago last Monday, it was unanimously decided to increase the quota 
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ofithe United Jewish Campaign for |Europeans Relief from fifteen million 
to twenty-tiveimillion dolars. 

One of the chief achievements of the [Conference has been to close. 
for all practical purposes, the controversy over the respective places 
oceupied by. the colonisation work in Palestine and Russia which has 
been raging between the American Zionists and the leaders of the Joint 
Distribution Committee. The Conference has adopted @ resolution 
reaffirming the resolution on the question which was adopted at the 
Philadelphia Conference held in September, 1925, when the fifteen million 
dollar quota was fixed, in which Palestine is mentioned as a place in 
which it is the duty of the Joint Distribution Committee to conduct 
activity. The strained relations which have been existing between the 
Zionists and non-Zionists caused no discussion whatever during the 
proceedings. 

The resolution mentioning the place of Palestine in the work of the 
Joint Distribution Committee was seconded by Mr. Louis Marshall and 
Mr. Felix M. Warburg, the Chairman. of the Joint. Mr. Marshall, in his 
speech, declared: “ There are ho greater lovers of Zion than we are. Ni.

Mr. Lazare Saminsky, the distinguished Jewish composer and pionec’ 
in Jewish Music, who is musical director of the New York Temple 
Emanu-E!, and who was recently elected honorary member of the Roya!

Among Mr. Saminsky’s important contributions within the past two 
years to the advancement of Jewish music have been concerts conducted 
by him in both continents—in Paris, New York, Florence, Lyon, etc., ete.

their lost ones. A perpetual lamp burns high over the huge stone that 
covers the grave ; a chandelier contains flickering night-lights that are 
replenished and never fail ; shabby sofas line the wall ; slots built into 
the brick invite alms for the needy ; a parochas covers a wall niche 
containing Scrolls of the Law ; a gilt cushion supports the head of the 
warden, reclining at ease upon a sofa and expounding the inner mysteries 
of the Tomb with one hand only. 

Musty the interior may seem, but there is that sanctity hovering over 
it that the dim light serves to enhance. One pauses here to reflect : 
“And Rachel died, and was buried in the way to Ephrath, which is 
Bethlehem. . . . And Jacob set a pillar upon her grave ; that is the 
pillar of Rachel's grave unto this day.” Unto this day! There indeed 
stands the pillar, the huge stone over the resting place of the Mother of 
Israel, who begat sons to found mighty nations. “And God appeared 
unto Jacob again and said unto him, be fruitful and multiply 
a nation and a company of nations shall be of thee, and kings 
shall come out of thy loins.” Here indeed is the true site fora lasting 
memorial to a great woman, to tho woman whose “voice was heard in 
Ramah, lamentation, and bitter weeping ; Rahel weeping for her children 
refused to be comforted for her children, because they were not; thus 
saith the Lord: Refrain thy voice from weeping, and thine eyes from 
tears ; for thy work shall be rewarded, saith the Lord ; and they shall 
‘come again fromthe land of the énemy . + thy children shall come 
again to thetr own border” 

They have come and they are coming. Nolonger shall Rachel lament, 
And here, inthe quiet sanctuary which is worshipped in homage toa great 
woman, a redeemer, reposos the eternal spirit of Israel—-that Israel for 

whom Jeremiah promised a new coming to their land, a prophecy that 
nigh forty centurics have outlived. 

Retiections such as these ocernpy us in that loncly peaceful retreat 
rear Ephrath, But outside the driver is honkimeg. The delay is annoying 
him. Not for hita the contemplation of all that is precious to Israel; not 
for him an immersing in the gentle spirit that broods over the Tomb of 
Rachel : not for hima laving of the turmoiled soul inthe deep pool of pious 
grace that in here laps at the foot of the Pillar of Jacob. For him, his 
market-place and his five shillings, the consolation fer his scurry to this 
shrine of the Fahudis. We emerge, obedient to the descerating summons, 
and speed away from the squat domed building tha’ contains all the 
peace of Israel.

New Municipal Ordinance in Palestine. 


RIGHTS OF MINORITY COMMUNITIES.

The long awaited Municipal Ordinance has now been published here. 
The Ordinance accords active franchise to ratepayers aged twenty-five and 
over. Minority communities forming ten per cent. of the population of 
an electoral division will be able to vote on special lists, thus securing 
their representation on the Municipalities: 

Mayors will be appointed by the High Commissioner from the list of 
the Aldermen of the Municipalities. 


Industrial Development of Palestine. 
MR. DIZENGOFF’S PLAN. 


M. Dizengoff, the newly-appointed member of the Zionist 
Executive, outlined his plans for urban settlement in Palestine at the 
annual inceting of the Manufacturers’ Association in Palestine held at 
Tel-Aviv.

¥. TAXEs.—The Conference recommends the Zionist Organisation to 
ake suitable representations to the Government of Palestine with a view 
to obtaining taxation facilities for new agricultural settlers, who should 
not be required to pay, during am initial peried of about fifteen years, a 
higher amount as “ Vergho, and Osher,” than that paid to the Government 
previous to the new settlement. 

3. ORANGE PLANTATIONS.—-The Conference is of the opinion that the 
suecess of orange growing in Palestine has been sufficiently proved to 
justify it in recommending that the extention of orange plantations should 
be furthered by all appropriate means. 

4. GOVERNMENT LANDS.—The Conference recommends the Zionist 
Organisation to make representations to the Gévernment of ‘Palestine 
with a view to the appointmentof a Committee on the State lands, in 
which the Organisation shall be represented. This Committee should 
cxamine all State lands,as referred to in the Palestine Mandate, with 
reference to their suitability for close settlement by Jews, and with a 
view to all such lands as may be found suitable being made available for 
Jewish colonisation. 

Ill. INDUSTRIAL CREDITs.~—The Conference attaches the greatest 
importance to the development of industries by the independent efforts of 
industrialists. These efforts should, however, receive the support, usual 
in other countries, of eredit facilities; such facilities are at present 
insufficient in Palestine. The Conference draws the attention of the 
Keren Hayesod, the Palestine Corporation of London, and the Palestine 
Economic Corporation of New York, to the desirability of a strong institu- 
tion, or department of an existing: institution, being established for this 
pirpose. 

[V. Fue LOAN PROPOSAL.-The Conference is of the opinion that 
under the conditions at present existing there is no possibility of a large 
loan being raised by the Zionist Organisation, since this body does not 
possess sufficient assets to form the basis of such a loan. 

The Conferenee agrees that so far as agricultural eredits are con- 
cerned, they should be provided by the proposed Agricultural Dank, 
whilst credits for other purposes, ifthey can be sufficiently secured, 
shenld be obtained through the issue of bonds or otherwise by the various 
institutions established or to .be established for specific economic 
purposes. 

The Chairman, Sir Herbert Samuel, in view of bis having occupied 
the position of High Commissioner for. Palestine, reserved his opinion on 
all proposals that would involve action by the Palestine Administration.

i RECEPTION IN MANCHESTER. 


A large and representative gathéring assembled atthe Midland Hotel 
on Sunday afternoon last, at a reception beld in honour of Sir Ronald 
Storrs (Governer of Cyprus and late Governor of Jerusalem): and Lady

The Chairman, in the name of the Manchester Zionists, welcomed 
Sir Ronald Storrs. He felt that they wer priviieged to be British Jews. 
The British Empire had the gift of unity, it represented a union and a 
league of nations. Jews could well be loyal to the British Empire and yet 
entirely loyal to Jewish traditions. In Palestine Jews had their hope and 
their sheet anchor, their ideals and aspirations centred round that land.
